City officials to poll 
residents on fluoride

City officials are giving resi- 
dents a chance to choose if tax 
dollars will continue to go 
toward the health of their chop- 
pers. 

Graying city residents will be 
asked if they would prefer to 
have the city continue adding 
fluoride to the city’s water or if 
they should discontinue the prac- 
tice through a survey which will 
be sent along with the October 
water bills. 

The city discontinued treating 
its water with fluoride in January 
when former Department of 
Public Works Director Doug 
Duby unexpectedly dicd at the 
age of 53. Duby was the only 
city worker who was licensed to 
oversee adding fluoride to the 
water. 

Chad Beckett, who has 
worked for the Grayling’s DPW 
since July, 1996, was hired to 
take Duby's piace. 

Beckett, took a test through 
the Department of 
Environmental Quality, which 
cost $200, and was licensed to 
add fluoride to the water in July. 
The city began adding fluoride to 
the water on August 9. 

Sodium fluoride, is a by-prod- 
uct of the aluminum industry, 
and hydrofluorosilic acid, which 
is added to the Grayling water 
supply, is a by product of the fer- 


tiltzer industry. 

Communities began adding 
fluoride to water supplies in the 
early 20th Century. , 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency has set the optimum 
level for fluoride in the water at 
one part per million —- or one 
pound of fluoride for every 100 
pounds of water. 

For children, fluoride works to 
make tooth enamel harder and 
more resistant to the acid that 
causes tooth decay. For adults, it 
helps repair early stages of tooth 
decay even before they become 
visible in the mouth, a process 
known as remineralization. 

Toothpastes, mouthrinses and 
gels contain fluortde, which is 
also. in. foads and liquids 


processed with water containing * 


fluoride. 
Adding fluoride to the water is 
a highly debated topic in the 
medical community. | 
The practice is supported by 


the American Dental 
Association, the World Health 
Organization, the U.S. Public 


Health Service, the American 
Medical Association and the 
American Cancer Society. 

Some Environmental 
Protection Agency Scientists, 
lawyers and other professionals 
have taken a stance against 
adding fluoride to municipal

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- Township sued in 
federal court by 
bookstore owner

Grayling ‘Township’s — ordi- 
nance regulating adult oriented 
businesses is being challenged in 


federal court by a developer: 


secking to open a store in the 
community. 

Attorneys for Brad Vannatter, 
a downstate adult business devel- 
oper, filed a lawsuit in U.S, 
District Court in Bay City on 
Thursday, challenging the con- 
situuonality oof Grayling 
Township’s Nudity and Adult 
Entertainment Ordinance. 

The township's ordinance pro- 
hibits such a business from open- 
ing within [1,500 feet of a resi- 
dential area. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
David Lawson denied a@ request 
for a temporary restraining order 
and a motion for a preliminary 


injunction seeking an immediate 


entry of an injunction restraining 
the township from enforcing or 
threatening to enforce its ordi- 
mance. 

A hearing is scheduled for 
Sept. 29, when Lawson will 
weigh if the township's ordi- 
nance violates Vannatter’s First 
Amendment Right to operate his 
business in Graying Towaship.

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until the court says we can not,” 
said = Grayling ‘Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright, “If we 
lose the case, it would mean an 
adult entertainment or adult ori- 
ented business can open in the 
township. If we win the case, 
they will pack their bags and Bo 
elsewhere.” 

Vannatter has purchased: the 
former U.S.A. Trailer property 
located at 6131 M-72 West. 

In July, Vannatter filed incor- 
poration papers with the state’s 
Department of Labor and 
Economic Growth, which says 
the business will operate under 
the name “Fantasies Unlimited.” 

Vannatter is seeking to cir- 
cumvent the townshtp’s planning 


commnission and zoning board of 


appeals by filing the federal suit. 
No plans for the business have 
been filed with the township. 

Since Vannatter initiated the 
lawsutt, the township’s legal 
defense will be covered by its 
liability insurance carrier, the 
Michigan Townships 
Participating Plan. 

“This is not the first ime they 
(the insurance carrier lawyers) 
have been in this kind of situa- 
tion, so I feel confident they will 
do a good job for us,” Wright

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Trial for 
Piehl slaying 
slated for 
May, 2005

The family of a 21-year-old 
Grayling man killed over a drug 
deal involving pain killers will 
have to wait until next spring for 
justice. 

Circuit Court Judge Dennis 
Murphy scheduled a 10-day trial 
for Michael Patrick Bergan for 
May, 2005. 

Bergan is being charged with 
open murder and use of a 
firearm during the commission 
of a felony for allegedly killing 
Shane Piehl, 21, of Graying, in 
order to steal OxyContin, a pow- 
erful and highly addictive pain 
drug. 

Bergan stood mute at his 
Circuit Court arraignment on. 
Friday and a not guilty plea was 
entered on his behalf. Murphy. 


gave Crawford County. 
Prosecutor John Huss and Peter 
Shumar, Bergan’s — court-. 


appointed attorney, six to eight. 
months to prepare for the trial. 
He set a March, 2005 deadline 
for potential plea deals, Bergan

City and Township officials 
are working with volunteer fire- 
fighters on updating departmen- 
tal policies as the department 
moves into its new fire hall. 

The department’s fire commit- 
tee met with about 25 firefighters 
last week in hopes of clearing the 
air on the policies which are 
being drafted and updated. 

Grayling Mayor Joe Ferrigan 
scheduled the meeting after he 
said there has been heated meet- 
ings with: firefighters earlier this 
year due to an apparent misinter- 
pretation over the fire commit- 
tee’s intent. 

“You're the ones who do it 
every day,” Ferrigan told the fire 
fighters. “When the pager goes 
off, you respond. | want you to 
be involved with it.” 

Ferrigan, who served six years 
on the fire department, City 
Manager Allen Lowe, Grayling. 
Township Supervisor . Terry 
Wright, Grayling Township 
Clerk: Monica Ashton, and Fire 
Chief Duane Brooks serve on the 
fire committee. 

Some firefighters said they 
were not pleased when Wright 
presented a large book of poli- 
cies for the department at one of 
their mectings. 

Wright, who said he is a mem- 
ber on the Michigan Townships 
-articipating Plan Fire Policy 
Committee, said the book just 
contained suggestions for poli- 
cies. 

Wright said the fire committee 
was reactivated about two years 
ago because former Grayling 
City Manager Jerry Morford 
used to call most of the shots for 
the department.

Wright said he hopes to update 
the polices to protect the depart- 
ment from liability claims and to 
help pass state inspections. 

“| just want to make sure you 
have every opportunity that you 
can have to train if you guys are 
going to go out there and put 
your lives on the line for us,” 
Wright said. 

Some firefighters said they 
thought the polices would be 
finalized without their inpul. 

“I think we're ready for the 
policy book anytime you want to 
hand it out,” said Dean Goss, a 
firefighter. 

Ferrigan has also proposed

into place. 

He also believes that a fire- 
fighter should be suspended 
from the department if they do 
not meet the minimum amount 
of training hours, which could 
also be taken from other fire 
departments in the county. 

Some firefighters said they are 
already well versed in the polices 
and would rather go through the 
chain of command when it 
comes to changes within the 
department.

In June 2003, the possibili- 
ty of a gas well being drilled 
just east of the Mason Tract 
stirred a lot of interest in the 
local area, 
Both state and federal lands 
are involved in the lease 
which caused problems both

Gas well decision 
delayed another 30 days

The environmental assessment 
conducted by the U.S. Forest 
Service regarding the effects of 
the proposed gas well and pro- 
duction facility near the Mason 
Tract released last month was 
incomplete. 

Due to a printing error, two 
pages were omitted from the 
original report. Those two 
pages, which were mailed out 
September 10 by the Forest 
Service, deal with the potential 
impacts of the well on the bald 
eagle, Kirtland’s warbler, north- 
ern goshawk and the Michigan 
bog grasshopper. 

Savoy Energy L.P. of Traverse 
City began the application 
process to drill a well just off the 
eastern edge of the Mason Tract 
in May 2003. Because of its 
proximity to the Mason Tract the 
proposed well raised a great deal 
of concern from residents in this 
area ‘and throughout the state. 

In response to those concems

The final steps in the process 
are getting approval from the 
U.S. Forest Service for the sur- 
face plan and then getting the 
permit to drill from the Bureau 
of Land Management.

With the omission 
and necessity to send out the 
inissing pages, the review period 
will tast until October £3.

Two South Branch 
roads to be resurfaced 


Portions of two roads in South 
Branch Township - Pioneer 
Road and Stephan Bridge Road 
— are slated for resurfacing later 
this year. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board approved an 
agreement with the township last 
Thursday for the road improve- 
ments. Road Commission 
Managing Director Don 
Babcock said he expects the pro- 
jects to be completed this year. 

Pioneer Road will be resur- 
faced from Steckert Bridge Road 
to Pines Trail, according to the 
agreement. The total project cost 
is about $38,000, with the town- 
ship and Road Commission 
splitting the cost 50/50. 

(The Road Commission will 
use money specifically allocated 
to South Branch Township. The 
Road Commission budgets a set 
amount of money each year for 
Crawford County townships to 
use as matching funds in Jocal 
road projects. How much the 


Road Commission allocates to 
each township is calculated with 
4 formula that involves a town- 
ship’s population and miles of 
road. Townships must provide at 
least half of the total project 
cost.) 

Stephan Bridge Road will be 
resurfaced from the 
Crawford/Roscommon county 
line north 600 feet, according to 
the agreement. The cost of the 
project will be about $11,300, 
with the township and Road 
Commission each contributing 
about $5,650.

The only arduous problems in most 


elections emerge in case of a statewide | 


recount, and then the job can be really 
tough and time consuming. There hasn't 
been one in many years. 

* ¥ * 

ANOTHER JOB assigned by state law 
is to approve citizen petitions to amend 
the state constitution or to adopt a spe- 
cific law, and to nominate candidates to 
run for certain offices. 

Again, this ts not rocket science. State 
law and regulations set forth the form of 
petitions to be circulated, the methods 
and conditions by which signatures are 


to be collected, standards for wording of 


petitions and ballot questions, and other 
details. 

Canvassers must assure legal stan- 
dards are met, and decide whether suff- 
cient valid signatures have been proper- 
ly filed. 

The mandatory bipartisan makeup of 
the board can be a recipe either for poltt- 


ical harmony or for political discord; 
usually relative harmony emerges. 

This year, however, canvassers split 
according to party devotion on two con- 
troversial ballot problems. 

* * * 

IN A FIERCE partisan atmosphere, 
Republican canvassers voted one way, 
Democrats the other. Without majority 
support, both questions went to court, 


“and state courts had to decide (a) 


whether Ralph Nader would be listed on 
the November presidential ballot as an 
independent candidate for president, and 
(b) whether voters could decide in the 
November election to add to the state 
constitution a ban on same gender miir- 
riage. Courts said “yes” to both, 

Republicans had collected most of the 
signatures on pro-Nader petitions; 
Democrats contended it was improperly 
a partisan tactic designed not to boost 
Mr. Nader but to hurt the Democratic 
ticket, 


Prohibiting same-gender marriage is a 
bedrock issue for many conservative 
Republicans while more liberal 
Democrats are more inclined to favor 
same-sex marriage. 

Partisan battle lines were drawn and 
the courts wound up making the deci- 
sions. 

* * * 

IN MY OPINION, Democrats were 
wrong and Republicans were right in 
both cases of this canvassing dust-up. 

Number of signatures and their pre- 
sentations on both ballot issues satisfied 
legal standards, Controversy instead 
centered on the content of the ballot 
questions, or the motives of the petition 
circulators, not whether the petitions 
were legally prepared and presented. 

Whether canvassers agreed with pro- 
hiditing same sex marriage is beside the 
point. Whether Republicans, Democrats, 
Green Party members or political inde- 
pendents circulated or signed pro-Nader 


petitions doesn’t matter either. 


To take these questions away from the | 


voters in face of properly presented citi- 
zen petitions would violate both the spir- 
it and ‘established principles of citizen 
control of government by citizens’ right 
1o petition. 


In a more perfect political atmosphere, 
. t ‘ 
the bi-partisan board of canvassers sys- , 


tem should work well to protect the elec- 
toral process and the public’s interests. 


But the severely partisan divisions 


exhibited by the canvassers is yet anoth- 


er sad reflection on the deterioration of °

West Nile less severe this summer, health officials say

LANSING -- With Labor Day 
gone, summer is unofficially 
over. But a staple of recent 
Michigan summers is hanging 
around like the neighbors’ kids 
who refuse to get out of your 
pool—West Nile virus. . 

Experts said late summer is 
actually considered the prime 
time for the virus, which can 
cause encephalitis or meningitis. 

“Until we get a hard frost, 
mosquitoes are a concern,” said 
Steve ‘Todd, director of environ- 
mental health for the Branch- 
Hillsdale-St. Joseph Community 
Heaith Agency. 

Steven Hecht, a virologist and 
associate professor of biomedical 
sciences at Grand Valley State 
University, said: “Late in the sea- 
son, you're more likely to have 
transfers from mosquitoes to 
humans,” 

This year, Michigan has been 
relatively unaffected by West 
Nile. There have been three cases 
of the virus in humans and no 
deaths, said TJ. Bucholz, direc- 
tor of communications for the 


state Department of Community 
Health. The cases were in 


Wayne, Kalamazoo and Kent 


counties. 

Last year, 19 people were 
infected and two died. In the 
summer of 2002, a record 654 
cases and 51 deaths were report- 
ed. 

Bucholz said the state's focus 
on educating the public has 
helped decrease the number of 
cases, “Certainly the educational 
efforts we've had the last few 
years have been helpful,” he said. 

Bucholz said the state also has 
been tracking the virus to better 
understand it, and collection 
agencies started testing all blood 
donations across the country in 
2003. He said the state will fol- 
low similar plans next summer. 

“It seems to be working,” he 
said. 

Some years, however, simply 
will be worse than others. “‘T 
think that this is the pattern we 
can expect,” Hecht said. 

The fact that temperatures 
were not consistently as wart as 
usual played a role in the lower 
number of cases this summer, 


Hecht said. 


“Partly it was the cool summer 


and the decrease in mosquitoes,” 
he said. “This summer in 
Michigan, ’m not too worried. 
It’s obviously an off-summer.” 

People contract West Nile 
when bitten by a mosquito that 
has the virus. Mosquitoes get it 
from dead birds. The virus can 
affect people in various ways. 
Some have no symptoms, while 
others have headaches, body 
aches, fever, rashes or swollen 
glands. 

The virus can also cause neu- 
rological damage and death. 
Encephalitis and meningitis have 
symptoms of stiff necks, confu- 
ston or tremors. Other effects 
include convulsions, paralysis, 
muscle weakness, headaches, 
fever and coma. 

To protect against West Nile, 
the Community Health 
Department advises people to 
wear long slecves and use mos- 


quito repellant with DEET. 
Puddles and standing water 


should also be emptied because 
they are places mosquitoes lay 
eggs. Screens on doors and win- 


dows help keep mosquitoes out’ 
of houses. People over 55 should 
take extra precautions. Dead 
birds also need to be handled 
carefully, and never with bare 
hands. 

Todd said the  virus-filled 
recent summers have drawn 
attention to West Nile. 

“When people start dying, 
people get excited, as we 
should,” he said. . 

Horse owners also need to take 
precautions against the virus, 
becalise mosquito bites can 
infect horses. 

“Most horse owners are good 
about getting the proper vaccina- 
tion for their animals,” Todd said.

LANSING -- Officials are 
fighting to save Michigan’s 
waters from future invasions of 
nuisance species. 

Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land has announced a statewide 
initiative to help solve the prob- 
Jem of foreign invaders such as 
zebra mussels in the Great Lakes. 


The proposal includes a pro- 
gram to” sell Great Lakes 
Protection Fund decals, at $35 
each, to raise money for the 
research and education on the 
eradication of the pests said 
Kelly Chesney, a press officer for 
the Michigan Department of 
State, 

“Our hope is to promote the 
decals and encourage the public 


to show support for Michigan’s 
waters,” Chesney said. 

Chesney said the program 
must sell a minimum of 2,000 
decals by next September and at 
least 500 decals must be sold 
each year thereafter for the pro- 
gram to continue, 

“Tt shows the support) and 
cleanup of our water resources,” 
Chesney said of the 3-inch deco- 


rative decal, which is placed on 
boats. “The decal does not 
replace boating identification 
and registration methods,”

Michigan’s Lower Peninsula 
are located in the wilderness 
and river country of northeast 
Lower Michigan. Gaylord’s 
HeadWaters Land Conservancy

The popular land protection 
tool is the conservation ease- 
ment. A voluntary legal agree- 
ment between a landowner and 
a land conservancy, it allows a 
landowner to permanently pro- 
tect land and limit future devel- 
opment in order to protect the 
conservation values of the land, 
while allowing the landowner to 
retain ownership and the ability 
to sell. 

‘Along with possibly reducing 
estate taxes, landowners who 
place a conservation easement 
on their property may receive 
an income tax deduction. A 
conservation easement can just 
apply to a portion of the proper- 
ty, and land protected with a 
conservation casement remains 
private and not open for public 
access. A building envelope for 
a future home site(s) can be 
built into the conservation ease- 
ment agreement as long as il 
does not disrupt the conserva- 
tion values of the property.

water supplies, saying the bene- 
fits do not outweigh the risks of 
the chemical. 

Ingesting too much fluoride 
causes dental fluorosis, which 
causes teeth to become unsightly 
stained when children are form- 
ing their permanent teeth. 
Ingesting too much fluoride can 
also cause death. 

Between 1976 and 1992, the 
Center for Disease Control doc- 
umented 15 cases nationwide of 
fluoride overfeed events due to 
mechanical malfunctions, which 
includes four cases in Michigan. 

Beckett said the pumps which 
inject fhtoride into the water 


only run when water is being 


pumped from the cities two 
wells. 

The water is tested daily to 
check the fluoride levels, 

Beckett gave a thick packet of 
information to the Grayling City 
Council regarding the fluoride 
debate in hopes that officials wall 
make an informed decision on 
the issuc. He said it cost the city 
about $3,500 per year o add flu- 
oride to the water. 

“If parents are not making 
their kids brush their teeth, tak- 
ing a drink of water is not going 
to help them prevent cavities,” 
Beckett said. 

Adding fluoride to the water is 
supported by some tocal dentists 
and health offictals. 

“It would be a travesty if the 
city did not fluoridate the water 


given its low cost and high bene- 
fits,” said Dr. Barry Fenn. 

Dr. Rex Moriarity called fluo- 
ridated water the best thing since 
the invention of the wheel. 

“Halt of the kids we see in 
grade school do not have a cavi- 
ty and that’s never happed 
before,” Moriarity said, “It you 
have fluoride in the water, that 
supplements other good habits 
and you see good results at the 
dentist’s office.”

Tom Reichard, the environ- 
imental director for the District 
Health Department #10, which 
includes Crawford County, said 
fluoride is a chemical that works 
wonders when used in small

“We feel that it’s very much a 
local decision,” Reichard said. 
“We applaud any community 
that does it because it does 
decrease the health concerns 
with tooth decay.”
